Schacht and Hans Fritsche were 
sp irited out of the Palace of Jus­ 
tice jail during the nig ht and hid­ 
den from the p ublic in p rivate resi­ 
dences in downtown Nuernberg .

two were “p rotected ’ 
by 
American and G erm an p olice, who 
had orders from the American m il­ 
itary g overnm ent to keep visitors 
away from their refug e. 
The form er Nazi financier and 
radio 
broadcaster 
were 
released 
without advance notice shortly be­ 
fore m idnig ht and whisked in Jeep s 
to homes 
obtained for 
them by 
United S tates army authorities 
Schacht, Fritsche and Franz Von 
Pap en, 
one-tim e 
Nazi 
dip lom at, 
were acquitted Tuesday by an in­ 
ternational m ilitary tribunal which 
convicted 19 other hig h Nazis here 
of war crimes, 
sentencing 12 
to 
hang . 
Von Pap en rem ained in jail to­ 
day . His ap p eal for p erm ission to 
enter the French occup ation zone 
was denied y esterday by the French 
m ilitary g overnment. He asked of­ 
ficials to try to arrang e for his entry 
into the B ritish zone, where he or­ 
ig inally was arrested 'a s G erm any 
collap sed. 
Barred From British Zone 
The B ritish army , however, a n­ 
nounced a t Herford y esterday th at 
it would not let any of the three ac­ 
quitted 
Nazis into its occup ation 
zone. 
Schacht and his wife went to a 
house on 
Freling strasse and the 
acting financier sp ent the m orning 
p acing up and down, try ing to de­ 
cide w hat to do nex t. 
Leo S tahl, G erm an p olice chief, 
arrested Schacht some tim e after 
m idnig ht, it was learned, but freed 
him because 
a p rop er w arrant had 
no* been prepared. 
T he chief rmid p olice would a r­ 
rest both "later," when Am erican 
g uards had been w ithdraw n.

Army Plane Nears Half 
way Point In Globe- 
Circling Trip 


Replies To Truman's De­ 
mand For Larg er J ew­ 
ish Immig ration 


LONDON, Oct. 
5—The 
United 
States Army B-2S Pacusan D ream - 
boat droned steadily throug h the 
cold and lonely Arctic skies near 
the 
m ag netic North 
p ole today , 
nearing the halfw ay m ark on its 
g reat 
arc across 
the top of the 
world from Honolulu to Cairo. 
The 7 4-ton craft and its crew of 
ten fliers headed by Col C. S. Le­ 
vine of St. Paul, N eb, radioed a t 
4:30 a. m. <EST> th at it was over 
Pelley ’s Point, a little more than 
100 miles southwest of the m ag ­ 
netic p ole and roug hly 4,000 miles 
from Honolulu. 
The p lane, ex p loring the Arctic 
as a travel route, was ex p ected by 
its crew to soar over the Icelandic 
cap ital of Rey kjavik at about 12:30 
p . m. EST. 
From Iceland, the tentative course 
was over London, Paris, Beni. Rome, 
and across the M editerranean to 
the Eg y p tian cap ital. 
10,000-MiIe nig ht 
At Rey kjavik, the D ream boat will 
be 6,08 4 miles from Honolulu on 
its p rojected 10,000 mile flig ht. 
There was no imm ediate question 
of a distance record, because th at 
was racked up last week by a Navy 
p atrol boat, the T ruculent Turtle, 
which flew 11,236 miles non-stop 
from Perth, A ustralia to Columbus, 
Ohio, a considerably long er distance 
than the Honolulu to Cairo route. 
Tlie D ream boat left the Pacific 
behind her a t 11 p ni. <EST> last 
nig ht when she 
flew across the 
bleak Alaskan coast near Sitka. On 
to the northeast, the p lane sp ed at 
an averag e p ace of 253 miles an hour 
into the Arctic reg ions. 
The c raft weig hed 7 4 tons when 
it left Hawaii w ith alm ost 13,000 
g allons of g asoline. The crew m em - 
'¿ ¿ rs reported early today they were 
fly ing a t 15,000 feet. They told of 
brilliant and 
sp ectacular 
disp lay s 
of the N orthern Lig hts. A messag e 
at 4:55 a. m 
<EST> rep orted “all 
well." 
Clear Alaskan Mountains 
The p lane had crossed the Pacific 
g enerally a t 1,000 feet altitude. Ap ­ 
p roaching 
Alaska,

crew nosed her up to clear the 
treacherous Alaskan and C anadian 
mountains. 
The British Air m inistry said it 
ex p ected the D ream boat over the

* The federal union had been expected by idealists 
to forget points of difference between sovereign states 
and pull together. T hat was the high hope of the rev­ 
olutionists. 
* It was the high hope of the men who fought to 
preserve the 
union when 
accumulated 
irritations 
caused by points of difference erupted in the Civil 
war. It was the high hope of every patriot who has 
appealed to Americans for less bickering and more 
devotion to their common interest. It is the ultim ate 
argument against everything that threatens the unity 
and security of the United States; th at we should not 
let points of difference loom larger than the incom­ 
parably broader areas of common interest in which 
the nation lives B ut it never elim inated bickering. 
Yet the United 8tates has survived. It has survived 
In its areas of common interest, where the United Na­ 
tions must survive. Bickering Is not necessarily fatal 
and certainly not unexpected Those who believed the 
end of World W ar II would find the Allies in perfect 
agreement on everything simply let their hopes rise
